When an aluminum floodgate 
was reportedly stolen in East 
St. Louis in 1990, businesses 
relying on the Metro East 
Sanitary District for flood 
protection were 
understandably concerned 

MESD is the agency 
responsible for the levee, as 
well as about 100 miles of 
drainage ditches near the 
Mississippi River in the Metro 
East. 

MESD officials were 
admittedly concerned about 
the strength of the levee 
system during the Flood of 
1993, After all, the Mississippi 
River swelled ‘nearly to its 
banks that year. Never before 
had the levee system withstood 
such a test. In fact, the system 
failed in 1986, flooding out 
parts of East St. Louis.

met with them Greathouse 
(MESD),”’ said Russ Sackett 
of Monsanto. 

“Tf that wouldn’t have held, 
it could have caused $11 billion 


in damage,’’ MESD President . 


Walter “Shang” Greathouse 
Sr. said. 
But MESD officials are 


much more confident in the 
levee system now that about 60 
percent of a $40 million 
rehabilitation project is 
complete. The project is being 
overseen by the U.S. Army 
Corps of Engineers. 

<‘We were uncomfortable in 
1993,’’ said Joe Effertz, an 
engineer at MESD. “I think 
everyone realizes that. But 
now I’m ready to see (the 
river) rise to the top. I’m 
confident in the system.”’ 

While Sackett is not quite as 
enthusiastic as Effertz to test 
the levee, he said the system 
is ‘‘much better than in ’93.'" 

Last week, Greathouse and 
Effertz took Sackett and 
representatives from Cerro. 
Copper and other industries on 
a tour of recent MESD 
rehabilitation projects.

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Fire raises concerns of 
chemical contamination

A five-alarm fire in an 
abandoned waste storage site 
near the McKinley Bridge in 
St. Louis raised concerns about 
chemical contamination on the 
Illinois side of the river, but 
fire officials said Wednesday 
there was apparently no 
problem. 

About 20 agencies, including 
an emergency response team 
- from the Illinois 
Environmental Later 
Agency, spent most of Tuesday 
dealing with the fire. 

“It was under control by 
yesterday afternoon,” Capt. 
Ralph Break of the St. Louis 
Fire artment said 
Wedn y. ‘Firefighters were 
still hitting hot spots this 
moi a 

No injuries were reported, 
but several nearby industrial 
areas were evacuated, and 
workers at the nearby St. 
Louis Metropolitan Sewer 
District water treatment plant 
were warned to stay inside and 


concerned about toxic smoke 
and chemicals flowing into the 
sewers and the Mississippi 
River. 

Area fire departments were 
notified about the potential 
danger from the fire, which 
sent large columns of smoke 
into the air during the early 
mi Tush hour. 

Members of an IEPA 
emergency response team 
spent much of the day 
patrolling near the levees and 
monitoring air quality. 

However, there seems to 
have been no problems on this 
side of the river, said Tom 
Powell, an environmental 
protection specialist. 

“T have not heard of any 
complaints,” he said. 

He said the agency set up 
monitoring stations near the 
Merchant’s Bridge and at Lock 
and Dam 27. 

Break said the fire 
apparently started about 8:30 
a.m. when thieves torched a

warehouse at 42 East Ferry St.

The warehouse had 
owned by the Great Lakes 
Container ., but was 
abandoned years ago. 

““We suspect a person or 
persons stole an auto, took it 
to the site — a declared 
hazardous waste area — 
stripped it and burned it,”” 
Powell said. 

The fire then sp: to 
nearby drums conaining a 
wide variety of chemicals, 
many of them flammable and 
toxic. 

Break said officials suspect 
that some of those chemicals 
were illegally dumped a the 
site. 

As a precaution, Break said 
the U.S. EPA went downwind 
of the fire and performed air 
quality monitoring. 

He said the smoke went 
north to the water treatment 

lant, where it was dissipated 

yy the wind. Water runot 
samples were sent to labs for 
testing, but the results will not 
be available for some time.

ae it again and let me hear you this time,” the drill sergeant 
shouts. 

‘The obedient trainees repeat an exercise, calling out a 
cadence that can be heard over the din of — well, just about 
an; ig. 

One might expect that scene to be played out at a military 
training facility. But on this occasion, the location was Granite 
City High School and the trainees were students. 

It may not have been quite as exacting as military training, 
but a “Basic Training’ gym class at GCHS was designed along 
the same lines. 

“It’s the hardest class we’ve ever taught,”’ said physical 
education teacher Linda Hill. 

The co-ed class, which ended last week, featured two military 
recruiters leading the class through a regimen of exercises that 
would leave most teenagers huffing and puffing. 

“‘We took some goals that they set at The Citadel because that 
was in the news all summer, and we made them our goals. We 
wanted to achieve those goals in nine weeks,’’ Hill said. The 
Citadel is a military college in South Carolina. 


ARMY SGT. ROGER LOWE, a recruiter, and Sgt. Tim 
Connell led the class. Lowe said self-discipline was the key 
lesson learned by the students. 

“This class teaches self-discipline and I think it’s good for 
them. Self-discipline will help them achieve their day-to-day 
goals so that they can eventually reach their long-term goals,"’ 
Lowe said. 

Male class par‘ jpants were asked to run two miles in 18 
minutes or less, perform 52 sit-ups in two minutes and 40 
push-ups in two minutes. Girls were expected to run two miles 
in 20 minutes and perform 50 sit-ups and 12 push-ups. 

While many of the 32 class members did not quite reach the 
goals, they all learned something about self-discipline, they said 

“There were a lot of us who just didn’t try at first,” said 
Melissa Webb. ‘‘But the class motivated us. We wanted to reach 
those goals.” 

“Tt taught me self-discipline,’’ said Vanessa Duckett 

Students performed calisthenics and ran in cadence to 
improve strength, agility and endurance. 

But they also learned teamwork and problem-solving skills. 
The instructors gave the students limited equipment and asked 
them to perform a task. The task and equipment were such that 
the goal could not be reached without planning and cooperation 
among team members. 





UNLIKE MANY PHYSICAL EDUCATION CLASSES, the 
students became enthusiastic about the challenge. One team 
even insisted on attempting a task with less equipment than the 
instructors provided, Hill said. 

“The students developed character. I think that is just as

Chemetco faces state lawsuit 


SPRINGFIELD — Attorney General Jim Ryan has filed suit 
against a copper smelting company near Hartford for a series of 
alleged environmental violations in 1991 and 1992. 

The suit filed with the Illinois Pollution Control Board accuses 
Chemetco Inc. of violating cleanup plans for ground water con- 
tamination and failing to provide financial assurances for acci- 
dents or eventual closings of hazardous waste sites. The compa- 
ny could be fined up fo $50,000 for each day of the alleged 
violations. ° 

“We consider the violations very sérious and will take the 
company to court on behalf of the Illinois Environmental Pro- 
tection Agency,’’ Ryan spokesman Jerry Owens said. 

“We want compliance with the law and protection of the peo- 


ple,” he said. 

The suit alleges the company failed to follow plans to control 
ground water contamination from three hazardous waste dispos- 
al pits at its site off Illinois 3. The pits and a plant bunker 
contain zinc, lead, cadmium, arsenic, copper and tin compounds, 


state officials said 
The company failed to monitor or submit ground water 
reports and cost estimates for waste site closings and failed to 
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establish financial assurances for such closings or for accidental 
injury or damages, state officials said 

Chemetco attorney George von Stamwitz of St. Louis said he 

disappointed by the filing and surprised at the timing 
The matter is in negotiations,’’ he said Wednesday. 

“The case is about a difference of opinion about when the 
requirements began to affect Chemetco. The issue involves the 
scope of a prior settlement affecting when those things started,” 
he said, adding the firm and the IEPA were interpreting docu- 
ments differently. 

“There is no law against disagreeing with the agency. This is 
a difference of opinion on what the requirements are. We are in 
compliance now and hope this will be resolved shortly.”’

The locations also usually have 
regular state deputy registrars 
who can sign them up for all 
elections, but only if they ask. 

Under the Republican bill, 
the state and local forms 
would also be available at 
those locations. 

Cook County Clerk David 
Orr, who filed a lawsuit 
Monday over the state 
implementation of the motor 
voter law, said he thought 
earlier that House Republicans 
were moving in the direction 
of ‘‘eliminating the two-tired 
system but instead you’re 
adding another tier and 
Paperwork ... it will be a 
nightmare for election 
authorities.’’ 


Madison County clerk Debbie 
Saltich said the House bill 
“doesn’t sound like it solves 
the problem. It might create 
more of a problem, and it 
sounds a little more 
confusing.” 

She said she had hoped the 
Legislature would take action 
to re-establish a single 
registration process for all 
candidates but now assumed 
that was unlikely. 

Saltich said her office was 
making plans for the March 
primary election assuming 
separate sets of registration 
books and ballots would be 
needed. 


Another House committee, 
also on a partisan roll call, 
moved a bill to the floor that 
would create new criminal 
penalties for workers’ 
compensation fraud and make 
other changes in the injured 
workers system. 

The bill drew fire from 
Democrats and state AFL-CIO 
President Don Johnson, 
however, because it would 
exempt health care providers 
and insurance companies from 
criminal prosecution for being 
involved in fraudulent workers’ 
comp claims. 

They charged the exemption 
was a political payoff to major 
House GOP campaign donors

Loan to help 
new plant 
get water 


A_ $250,000 loan from the 
Madison County Community 
Development Department will 
help provide needed water for 
a new $0 million air separa- 
tion facility in Hartford. 

The 3 percent, 7-year loan 
was approved last month by 
the County Board. 

The villages of Roxana and 
Hartford sought the loan for 
water system improvements 
needed to adequately serve the 
BOC Gases facility under con- 
struction in the 1200 block of 
South Delmar Avenue in Hart- 
ford. 

“This is the first joint appli- 
cation we've ever had,"’ said 
Cheryl Jouett, administrator of 
the Community Development 
Department. 

Roxana will supply water to 
the plant through an expanded 
Hartford water distribution 
system. 

The $474,000 project includes 
a new ground storage reser- 
voir, a booster pumping station 
and about a mile of 8-inch 
pipe. Roxana Water Superin- 
tendent Marty Reynolds said 
existing water lines in the area 
of the plant are not adequate 
for BOC’s needs 

Surveying is under way and 
construction is scheduled to 
start in early spring, Reynolds 
‘said. 

BOC will transfer at least 
Part of its operation from an 
existing facility on Chessen 
Lane in East Alton. The new 
location will allow it to better 
supply industrial gases to the 
Shell Oil Co. Wood River Man- 
ufacturing Complex and other 
nearby industrial users. 

BOC will fund the remainder 
of the cost of the Roxana-Hart- 
ford water project and provide 
money to the villages to repay 
the economic development 
loan. 

BOC is expected to employ 
about 45 people at the Hartford 
facility, many of whom will be 
transferred from the East 
Alton facility 

The county loan money will 
come. from repayments of pre- 
vious economic development 
loans initially funded by feder- 
al Urban Development Action 
grants. 

Roxana and Hartford, with 
the help of a $292,000 federal 
Economic Development 
Administration grant, ako will 
construct a 12-inch water main 
to facilitate industrial develop- 
ment in an area south of the 
BOC site.

Fake quake a success

permanent closure of five openings in the 
levee, sites formerly closed utilizing 
floodgates. The openings in the levee were 
formerly used by railroad companies for 
road access to the river. But the railroad 
companies have since abandoned their

One of the sites permanently closed is 
the location of the floodgate stolen in 1990 

A conscious decision was made not to 
replace the stolen floodgate because the 
structure was to be permanently closed, 
Greathouse said. He said the placement of 
rock at the site in 1993 and 1995 was less 
costly than replacing the aluminum gate 

“This gives you a lot better protection 
than we had in 1986,"" Greathouse said. He 
said the project should result in more

Other structures closed are a gate near 
the north pump station, a gate located 
south of Red House Road, and a closure 
structure on the levee along Prairie 
DuPont Creek. 

Funding for the improvements came 
from the federal government (75 percent) 
and from the Illinois Department of 
Natural Resources (25 percent). 

The Casino Queen also permanently 
closed one of the openings when an access 
tunnel was constructed there. The 
riverboat company absorbed the cost of 
that closure. 

Not only does the closure strengthen the 
weakest link in the local levee system, it 
also eliminates a number of headaches 
for MESD, Greathouse said. 

“We used to have to close the first gate 
when the river got to 25 feet. Now, we 
won't have to worry about it until the 
river gets to 45.2 feet,” Greathouse said. 
“That alone will save us hundreds of 
thousands of dollars in operating costs.’ 


“When we have to fight a flood, we’ve 
got a lot better things to do than close 
those gates,’’ Effertz added. 

Greathouse credited the Corps of 
Engineers for lending its expertise to the 
project. 

“We spent $4 million at the Cahokia 
Diversion Canal (north of Granite City) 
and I didn’t even know anything was 
broke,” Greathouse said. 

Brian Cleaver, project manager for the 
Corps, said he is pleased by the 
cooperation from MESD. 

“Our first priory and (MESD’s) first 
priority was upgrading the first line of 

rotection,’’ Cleaver said, referring to the 
levee, gravity drains and pump stations. 

The next priority is a badly-needed 
cleaning the 100 miles of ditches that 
carry stormwater to the river, Greathouse 
said. That project should begin in 1996. 

“Every time the phone rings, I can just 
about tell who it is by how much rain 
we've had,’’ Greathouse joked.

This ordinance requires that all residents of Madison County recycle. If you allow 
the Township to contract for trash, recycling will be a part of the contract. If the 
Township does not contract for trash and recycling, then you will have to either 
contract with a private hauler for trash Pick-up & recycling or drive toa recycling 
drop-off center to dispose of your recyclables 


There are many advantages to this type of contract. First, it will likely result in 
lower costs to homeowners. When a homeowner contracts for trash collection 
on their own, it is usually more expensive than what is charged under a one 
hauler competitive bid service. Second contracting with one hauler for the entire 
unincorporated area of Nameoki Township would result in less truck traffic on 
our Township roads. This means less wear and tear from these heavy vehicles 
and less tax dollars for road repairs.
